Chatting to a countryman the other 
afternoon I was surprised to observe that 
he had a ‘‘ quid ” of tobacco in his mouth.

MEDICAL FEES. 


| WORKMEN’S 
COMPENSATION BILL. 


The House then considered some amend- 
ments by the Senate to the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Bill, 1935. 

Referring to an amendment which would 
have had the effect of securing that where a 
workman was involved in an accident outside 
the Saorstat, and at the time of the accident 
was employed by an employer whese place 
of business was in the Saorstat, the workman 
should be entitled to recover compensation 
from the employer in the Saorstat, Mr. 
LEMASS stated that a judgment given 
in the Dublin Supreme Court last week had 
made that amendment unnecessary. The 
Supreme Court had placed upon the section 
of the Act of 1906 which dealt with this 
matter an interpretation different from that 
of the English courts, and had made it clear 
that a workman employed in the conditions 
set out in the amendment, and meeting an 
accident outside the Saorstat. was entitled 
to recover from the employer in this country. 
He thought the best thing was to rely apon 
the section and to omit the amendment. 

It was agreed to omit the amendment. 
Mr. LEMASS moved an amendment de- 
signed to ensure that the doctor should be 
secured for his fees up to £5 against the em- 
ployer. While the bill was before the Senate, 
he said, an amendment was put forward to 
secure that the doctor should have his fees 
out of the compensation paid to the work- 

Another amendment was proposed to 
secure the doctor his fees without fimit, to 
be paid by the employer. He thought it de- 
sirable to have an amendment prepared 
which, while not entirely acceptable to either 
party, was an attempt to meet them without 
imposing an undue burden on the workman 
or the employer. He was disposed to leave 
the matter, together with an amendment to 
be moved by Deputy Briscoe, to the Dail. 


A £2 LIMIT. 

Mr. R. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin $.) 
moved an amendment to limit the doctor's 
secured fee to £2. 

Dr. O'DOWD (F.F., Roscommon) opposed 
the amendment He said that under the bill 
now before the House a doctor who had, per- 
haps, to perform a major operation upon a 
workman, and subsequently give him care for 
seven or eight months, could recover only 
£5, while Deputy. Briscoe proposed to reduce 
that figure to £2. The medical profession 
i satisfied with the £5 
maximum. 

Dr. DAVITT (U.I., Meath) said that he 
did not see why the medical profession should 
suffer because it was feared that the insur- 
ance companies would increase their pre- 
miums. If the insurance companies did that, 
it would only show the stranglehold they

had in this country. ' | 


LABOUR LEADER’S VIEW. 

Mr. W. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said 
that Mr. Briscoe wanted to make sure that 
if a doctor had to attend an injured work- 
man for a whole year he would at the end 
of that time only get £2. The Chambers 
of Commerce and other business organisa- 
tions had set up an insincére squeal about this 
amendment. heir claim, in effect, was that 
they should be paid for their goods, but that 
the doctor who attended their injured work- 
men should not be paid, He thought the 
Senate amendment a reasonable one. 

Mr. COSTELLO (U.I.,* Dublin) said that 
he opposed Mr. Briscoe's amendment from 
the point of view of the workman. The 
workman was entitled to the best medical 
attention he could get, and the person who 
gave it to him was entitled to fair remunera- 
tion, if rot the full remuneration, for the 
work he had done. The insurance companies 
had the services of the best surgeons and 
physicians to give expert evidence, arid they 
were in a position to obtain these services 
at a fairly low cost, whereas the workman could 
only obtain the services of practically obscure 
doctors. This amendment was cutting down 
the remuneration of these practically obscure 
doctors, and, in addition, it made it necessary 
for them to come into Court and brief a 
solicitor or barrister to obtain that remunera- 
tion, ‘ 


POSTPONEMENT SUGGESTED. 
Mr. LEMASS, replying, said that they 
could not take the risk of adopting propdsals 
which, though they might be acceptable to 
workers and doctors, might necessitate a 
serious increase in the cost of insurance, 
which was a matter of great importance. 
It would be difficult to make provision 
for any cases that did not come before 
the Courts in some way or another. 
He was agreeable that the amendment be 
postponed to give deputies an opportunity to 
roduce a more suitable amendment, and fail- 
ing that the amendment would go to a free 
vote of the House. | : 
Mr. JOHN GOOD (Ind., Co. Dublin) said 
that the House by their action were going 
to increase charges by 50 per cent., which 
industry in this country was not able to bear. 
Dr. R. J. ROWLETTE (Ind., Dublin 
University) said that industry should not 
be a parasite on the free services of the 
medical profession, as it was at present. The 
suggestion by deputies that the maximum of 
£5 would be awarded in every case was an 
attack on the competence of the judges who 
would hear cases under the Act. As far as 
he knew, the medical profession preferred 
that the amendment brought forward by the 
Minister should be accepted rather than that 
the matter should be left longer in doubt. 
Mr. BRISCOE stated that in view of the 
misconstruction placed upon his amendment 
he wished to withdraw it. 
Permission to do so was granted. 
Mr. J. McGUIRE (U.1., Dublin 8.) said 
he was against the amendment, because it 
seemed to him that the workman was being 
made the catspaw of the doctor. That whole 
bill was framed for the benefit of the work- 
man, but that amendment was for the benefit 
of the doctor. An employer might be willing 
to pay a lump sum to the workman, or, 
rather, the insurance company would be will- 
ing to pay, but they would stop when the 
doctor demanded his £5. The workman who 
could get a favourable settlement outside 
court would be dragged into court on account 
of the doctor’s claim, and might end up by 


etting nothing. ! 
. Dr. DAVITE said he sd etir to the wildly 
extravagant statements of Deputy McGuire. 

Only four deputies voted against the 
Minister’s amendment, which was to the 
effect that provision should be made for 
payment to doctors up to £5 in accident 
cases.

WORK OF JUBILEE 


NORTHERN AND FREE 
STATE REPORTS. | 


SUCCESS OF GARDEN 
SCHEMES.

Te Countess of Kenmare (President) 


presided yesterday at the annual gene- 
ral meeting of the Irish Branch of the 
Queen’s Institute of District Nursing, when 
the annual reports of both the Irish Free 
State and Northern Ireland Executive Com. 
mittees were submitted for adoption.. The 
meeting was ‘held at 48 Lower Leeson street, 
Dutlin. | 
The Countess of Kenmare said that she 
was glad to receive the company in their 
own house. She said that the fact that their 
work was steadily extending showed that the 
value of a resident Jubilee Nurse was recog- 
nised, Their dearest ambition was to have 
such a nurse in every: parish in the dis- 
uae A area. Throughout Ireland they had 


now nurses working under the Institute, 


nurses that their skilled services, loyalty and 
devotion to duty were appreciated at head- 
uarters, by the local committees and the 
x aeons under whom they worked for the 
well-being of the patients in their own homes. 
This year ‘they were anxious to make a 
special effort to raise £4,000, still required 
for the Nurses’ Pension Fund, and hoped 
all good friends would rally round and sup- 
port the Garden Scheme. 


A ROYAL INSPECTION, 


Miss Colburn. Superintendent for Ireland, 
read the North of Ireland Executive Com- 
mittee’s anaual report, which stated that the 
signal honour of a royal inspection of Queen’s 
Nurses had been made b .R.H. Princess 
Alice and the Right Hon. the Earl of Ath- 
lone in October. New light and airy offices 
had been taken. In 1933 five fully trained 
State registered nurses had completed the 
post-graduate course.~ Four hundred and 
fifty pounds had been realised under the 
Garden Scheme. Lady Londonderry’s nursing 
scheme fund had made it possible for Queen's 
Nurses to be maintained in necessitous areas 
where local collections could not possibly 
supply the needed income. The total num- 
ber of affiliated associations in Northern Ire- 
land was 41, and there were 635 Queen's 
Nurses and ten supervised nurses. 


IN THE FREE STATE. 


Miss Colburn also read the Free State re- 
port, which stated that the Executive Com- 
mittee regretted the great loss sustained by 
the deaths of the Countess of Desart and Lady 
Arnott, D.B:E., who had been especially in- 
terested in the needed development and further 
extension of the Home Nursing Service. The 
Garden Scheme Committee mourned the loss 
of the Lady Albreda Bourke and the Lady 
Charlotte Smith-Barry, county organisers. 
The Garden Scheme had brought in the gross 
sum of £1,761. The Committee stated that 
they could complete the Endowment Fund for 
the nurses’ pensions by raising another £4,000, 
and that was not impossible, as in 1930 and 
in 1931 they had raised that sum. Eleven 
new associations had been opened in the 
Counties Donegal. Dublin, Kilkenny, Mayo 
and Wicklow. Twenty houses had been 
supplied for nurses in liea of lodgings during 
the year. In some districts the committees 
of the local associations had built ideal cot- 
tages. In some areas the County Boards of 
Health had built cottages and rented them to 
the local committees, charging only nominal 
rents. An extensive building. scheme had 
been passed by the County Donegal Board 
of Health. Plans had been officially approved 


for. nurses within the county. The Committee 
considered good housing to be a fundamental 
necessity, and insisted that comfortable ac- 
commodation should be provided for the 
nurses, so that every nurse might have a rea- 
sonable home life. During 1953 33 nurses 
completed the post-graduate course of district 
training, and every nurse received definite 
practical experience in child welfare work, 
During the year £10,176 had been received 
as special grants from the Department of 
Local Government and Public Health; £2,000 
had been earmarked to be invested for train- 
ing purposes, and the balance applied to 
supplement the special subsidy fund, 


BALANCE SHEETS. 


Mr. Montgomery Irwin presented the 
Northern Ireland balance sheet, which, he 
said, showed a surplus of £561. Their 
garden scheme account was very small com- 
pared with the one in the South, and the 
pensions fund was still in embryo. The garden 
scheme had, however, brought in over £400 
this year, 

Mr. D, Telford presented the balance sheet 
for the Free State, and that in 
revenue account there wasa deficiency of 
£609, owing to a falling-off in subscriptions, 
and the fact of the reduced interest on War 
Loan investments. The Executive Committee 
must take some steps to increase revenue, or 
they would have to curtail their activities 
They had been able to pay all their nurses’ 
pensions, and leave something over. With the 
exception of the one account, they were not in 
a bad way. i 

On the motion of Miss Carleton, seconded 
by Sir John Moore, the reports were adopted. 

Lady Osborne Beauclerk made a report on 
the garden scheme. She said that another 
£15,300 had already been raised for the 
Endowment Fund, and only £4,000 stood be- 
tween them and their objective. The garden 
scheme brought £12,000. They should re- 
double their efforts. 

A resolution was adopted declaring the 
Irish Branch of the Institute worthy of 


support.

 CITY'S WORST | 


SLUM TO Go. 


ONCE HOME OF 
WEALTHY. 


BIG CORPORATION 
PROGRAMME. 


R. DENIS J HICKIE, M.Inst., C.E.1., 
Engineering Inspector of the Local 
Government Department, held an in- 

quiry in the City Hall, Dublin, yesterday, 
concerning a scheme of the Dublin Corpora. 
tion for the acquisition of sites in the Rail- 
way street area of the city for the erection of 
272 dwellings for the accommodation of 1,400 
persons of the working classes, 

The dwellings are proposed to be erected 
on sites in the thoroughfares of Buckingham 
street, Summerhill, Marlborough street, Sean 
McDermott street, Gardiner street, Railway 
street, Waterford street and other streets and 
lanes in the locality. 

Mr. G. J. Sherlock, City Manager and 
Town Clerk, and Mr. Ignatius J. Rice, Law 
Agent, were present on behalf of the Cor- 
poration in support of the project. 

Mr, Thomas Kelly, T.D., Chairman of the 
Corporation Housing Committee, was ex- 
amined, and, in reply to Mr. Rice, stated 
that the area mentioned very much required 
to be cleared in the interests of morality and 
the social improvements of that section of 
Dublin. 

Having referred to the efforts of the Cor- 
poration over a number of years to deal with 
the housing problem, Mr. Kelly said that the 
area under consideration was a drab slum dis- 
trict, to improve which the Corporation in 
the past had to encounter very hostile cri- 
ticism. 

“It is the worst slum area in Dublin,” said 
Mr. Kelly, “and I hope there will be no 
further interference with the work of the 
Corporation in clearing this place. Sani- 
tary conditions down there,” he declared, 
““are unspeakable.’’ 


HOME OF ARISTOCRACY. 


Mr. Rice said that the thoroughfares. in- 
cluded ih the area were, up to the beginning 
of the nineteenth century, inhabited py the 
aristocracy and the wealthy professional and 
commercial classes. In Railway street, which 
was formerly known as Mecklenburgh street, 
resided a celebrated sculptor, Sir Thomas Far- 
rell, while in the eighteenth century the re- 
nowned Mies Gunnings (who afterwards 
became the Countess of Coventry) and the 
Duchess of Hamilton respectively, were born 
in their father’s residence in that street. The 
Botanic Gardens of the Royal Dublin Society 
were situated. there from 1735 to 1795, when 
the present Botanic Gardens were laid out. 
The thoroughfare was re-named Tyrone street 
in 1887, and about twenty years ago received 
the present name, ‘‘ Railway street,” and 
‘“Waterford street.” The directory records 
show that there were no tenements there in 
1834, but from 1850 onwards the evolution of 
tenement conditions appeared to have made 
rapid headway, while in the surrounding 
streets there had been similar changes. 

Referring to present conditions in the area, 
Mr. Rice submitted that the central city dis- 
tricts had degenerated into a serious slum 
condition, and the Corporation was now faced 
with the problem of eradicating the existing 
aspects of the place by substituting therefor 
decent sanitary dwellings for the inhabitants. 
That day's proceedings were the first step in 
an attempt to deal with what is probably 
the worst slum district in the city. 


INFANT MORTALITY. 
Dr. M. J. Russell, M.O.H., said that in the 


area there were numerous derelict sites, and 
the evils associated with bad housing was 
more clearly apparent than in any other area 
in the city. The mortality among infants 
and young children was exceedingly high. 
He had questioned many of the residents who 
had been living there for ten or fifteen years, 
and he had found that it was a common 
thing for three or four children of one family 
to have died during that period. These 
deaths were not attributable to the inatten- 
tion of the parents, but were a direct result 
of the housing accommodation.

STELLAR TEMPERATURES. 


Mr. W. H. M. Greaves, of the Royal 
Observatory, Greenwich, last evening de- 
livered an address to a meeting of University 
College, Dublin, Scientific Society, the sub- 
a being “ The Determination of Stellar 
‘emperatures.”” Professor J. J. Nolan pre- 
sided 

For the determination of star temperatures 
the amounts of light emitted of different 
colours is determined by photographic 
methods. The properties of the photo- 
graphic plate are crystallised for the purpose 
of measuring light. It is possible to measure 
the degree of blackening of the photographic 
plate, and so to measure the amount of light 
which has produced the blackening. The 
temperature of the stars, as measured in this 
way, varies from three thousand degrees cen- 
tigrade to about thirty thousand degrees.

Mr. de Valera’s election promise 
to reduce the Free State’s expenditure, 
and thereby to lighten the burden of 
taxation, is sadly slow of fulfilment. The 
net estimates for the public services during 
the coming financial year, which we print 
to-day, reveal an increase of £1,790,992 
over the estimates for 1933-34. Only a 
few items of expenditure are on so large 
a scale, and suffer so considerable a change, 
as to account for this startling prospect. 
There is a decline of £1,526,680 in the 
for the Land Commission, 
wherein we may trace the influence of the 
Land Act and of that source of woe, the 
retention of the land annuities. On the 
other side must be set a rise of £2,050,000 
in the expenditure on local loans. This 
increase is so formidable that it calls for 
explanation, but no explanation is given. 
Only one other estimate differs very greatly 
from its figure for the present year ; that is 


estimate 


the account for unemployment assistance 
and unemployment insurance, which jumps 
to £1,396,220 from the modest leve] of 
£193,091—the financial first-fruits of the 
new Unemployment Act. Otherwise, none 
of the estimates shows any notable change, 
except, perhaps, the decline in that for

The Free State’s expenditure, then, for 


next year is reckoned on an increase 


of nearly two million pounds. This 
mounting bill of costs would not be 
so thoroughly alarming-if it were 


accompanied by a corresponding increase 
of revenue.. In fact, the revenue for 
the present year more than balances 
the increased expenditure; but to any- 
body who looks more than a few 
months ahead this increase of revenue will 
bring no satisfaction. In the first place, 
most of it springs simply from the with- 
holding of the land annuities. In the 
second place, while there is every sign that 
expenditure will continue to rise from 
week to there 
believe that revenue keep pace 
with it. The Free State taxpayer has 
reached the limit of his capacity ; his busi- 
ness and his income are waning, and a 
time is approaching rapidly when the 
ordinary sources of taxation must fail. 
Customs duties, too, must lose their value 
as a means of revenue; for, as the 
country’s purchasing power declines, the 
quantity of dutiable imports must decline 
with it. There is, indeed, a substantial 
prospect that Mr. de Valera’s Government, 
if it remains in power for more than 
another year, may be compelled to follow 
the example of some continental statesmen, 
and to budget for a deficit. 

Expenditure, in contrast, will continue 
to grow; for every item of Mr. de 
Valera’s policy extorts a heavy bill of 
costs. As the “economic war ” is intensi- 
fied, more and more unemployment will be

created, and more and more money will be 
demanded for its relief. Unemployment 
relief is by no means the most costly of the 
Old age 
pensions, the Civic Guard, and primary 
education still make greater inroads on the 
pockets of her taxpayers. These, however, 
are essential services, which must be a 
first charge upon the finances of any 
modern State, and they cannot be reduced 
without hardship and positive harm. Un- 
employment is a conditional liability: it is 
influenced for good or ill accordingly as 
the Government’s policy is sensible or 
stupid. If the cost ef unemployment relief 
is to grow, the State’s expenditure in some 
other quarter must be reduced, and the 
essential services must feel the axe. At the 
present rate of going Mr. de Valera and his 
colleagues will be compelled in the near 
future to decide whether they will put a 
stop to the ‘‘ economic war,” thereby check- 
ing the costly rise in the unemployment 
figures, or will cut down the accounts for 
old age pensions and primary education. 
The first course has every argument in its 
favour; the second has none,

London’s Transport Problem. 


In Dublin we are inclined to take the 
traffic problem seriously enough, but it 
is simple by comparison with that which 
faces the great English cities. Our 
streets, for the most part, are constructed 
on such generous lines that they should 
be able to meet our requirements for many 
years to come. To get any idea of real 
traffic congestion we must go to London, 
where the funereal progress of omnibuses 
during the morning and evening hours 
testifies to the difficulties of a huge popula- 
tion, London has been making. valiant 
attempts to solve the problem not only as 
| regards congestion, but as regards every 
other aspect of public transport; and the 
London Passenger Transport Act, which 
was passed recently, represents the cul- 
mination of many years of effort. 


i London Transport,’’ which has been set

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as Lord Ashfield, its chairman, pointed 
out in a lecture some days ago,-a great 
improvement may be expected in the 
course of a few years. . Progress is bound 
to be somewhat on the slow side, 
however; for the undertaking is a vast 
one. The new Transport Board controls 
five railway companies, seventeen tramway 
undertakings: and a hundred and thirty- 
five different omnibus companies. Other 
statistics quoted by Lord Ashfield reach 
almost. astronomical levels. The Board 
carries no less than  3,500,000,000 
passengers every year, while the annual 
mileage of its underground railways, 
trams and omnibuses amounts to 
500,000,000: In order to deal with its 
passengers in the most efficient way the 
Board must take many things into con- 
sideration, and must have its finger con- 
tinually on London’s pulse. If new 
suburban districts arise, the Board must 
see that they are adequately served, and 
even may help to bring them into existence 
by the provision of transport in advance, 
thus encouraging people to settle there. 
Its policy, too, must take account of the 
steady shift of industry into London from 
the North and the Midlands—a_ process 
which has been active for the last ten 
years, and has increased the city’s popula- 
tion in that period by three-quarters of a 
million. To evolve a really satisfactory 
system under these conditions will be no 
small achievement.

Jubilee Nurses. 


Apart from its noble service, the 
(ueen’s Institute of District Nursing in 
Ireland has a claim upon national 
support which, alas! is rare. This body, 
devoted to the needs of the suffering poor, 
is one of the very few links that survive 
between the two Irish States; political 
and economic quarrels have no meaning 
for it. Reports from the two executive 
committees—Free State and Northern 
Ireland—were submitted to yesterday’s 
annual meeting in Dublin. The Irish 
Branch of the Institute maintains at 
present 250 trained nurses for work 
among the poor in districts remote from 
the ordinary resources of civilised life. 
It is good and urgent work; the nurses 
are missionaries of medical science and of 
Christian charity; and local authorities, 
from their stinted means, give them every 
possible help. In several counties the 
Boards of Health are building cottages 
for the nurses, who often are forced to 
“rough it” after the fashion of true 
pioneers. The work depends largely on 
the support of citizens who recognise its 
value, and no other charitable cause has 
a more cogent claim on the Irish people. 
We note gladly that the Northern Com- 
mittee, which maintains some seventy 
nurses, has closed the year with a small 
credit balance; but the Free State 
Committee reports, through various 
causes,- a decline of subscriptions, and 
appeals for a renewed and wider 
measure of public assistance. Subscribers 
may be certain that here—ani, as we 
doubt not, hereafter—they wiil get full 
value for their money. There is, too, 
an easy and delightful way in which 
everybody can thank the 250 benefactors 
of the poor. A further sum of £4,000 
will complete the endowment of the 
nurses’ pension fund, and the executives 
hope to raise it by their “ garden 
scheme’’ during the coming summer. 
Under this scheme the owners of beautiful 
gardens open them to the public at a 
trifling charge, which goes to the nurses’ 
pension fund. ‘‘ Not God in gardens!”’ 
was the poet’s protest; but every owner 
of a garden who lends it for this necessary 
and gracious purpose may make bold to 
say, ‘‘’Tis very sure God walks in 
mine.”’ 


Town and Country. 


Pleasant woods and fields were accepted 
oy our ancestors as a normal part of their 
existence; they hardly noticed them and 
had little need to trouble about their 
preservation. It is only in recent years, 
when urban populations have become the 
rule, and the towns are spreading in every 
direction, that we have come to realise how 
precious these things can be to us, and 
what we lose when they are gone. It would 
have been well if civic authorities had 
known the truth before they allowed so 
many acres of countryside to be covered 
indiscriminately by brick and mortar ; but 
there is no doubt that they are fully awake 
to the situation now, and are making great 
efforts to prevent further desecration. A 
case in point is the recent decision of the 
London County Council to acquire three 
hundred acres of land adjoining Hainault 
Forest, in Essex, with express intention to 
baffle the encroachments of builders. In 
this they not only are safeguarding the 
forest, but are assisting the Greater London 
Regional Planning Committee in its 
scheme to provide a “ green girdle ’’ around

WORK OF LUCA 
DELLA ROBBIA. 


THE SCULPTOR’S ART. 


and Secretary of the Victoria and Albert 
— Museum, London, continued his series 
of Hermione Lectures at the Alexandra C ol- 
lege, Dublin, yesterday, taking Luca della 
Robbia, as the second of his three great 
sculptors of the Italian Renaissance, | 

It might be wondered, said Sir Ene, why 
he should speak of Luca della Robbia be- 
tween two such mighty giants as Donatello 
and Michael Angelo, and yet, though there 
were other artists of the fifteenth century 
who came between these two, also occupying 
important places, he doubted really whether 
as a pure sculptor they could place any one 
of them higher than Luca della Robbia. 
There was a peculiar interest attaching to 
Luca owing to the fact that he devised a 
new method of dealing with terra cotta, 
which was inseparably associated with his 
name, and the names of other members of his 
family who set up their workshop in Florence 
for providing materials in enamelled terra 
cotta. He wanted to emphasise, however, 
that Luca’s work was not all in the enamel 
terra cotta associated with his name. Like 
Donatello he worked in marble, bronze and 
terra cotta. and incomparably his best work 
was in marble. : : : 

lt was quite impossible, said Sir Eric, to 
understand any school of sculpture without 
knowing something of the materials in which 
sculptors worked, because sculpture was 
dependent on its materials in a way that 
no other art could be said to be, and there 
never had been a great: school of sculpture 
except in a country where there was good 
material for sculpture available. He thought 
that that was some times the explanation for 
the great difference they found. in medizval 
sculpture in Western Europe in different 
parts of a country—why some parts of France 
and England were richer than others. One 
reason was that the lode of stone was too 
coarse to lend itself to the work of sculture, 
and another, want of material. 


RICH IN MATERIALS. 


Italy was very rich in materials for sculp- 
ture. Not only had they the great marble 
quarries of world fame at Carrara, but <0 
they had large supplies of several other excel- 
lent stones, in which sculptors could work as 
well as in marble. They had also excellent 
clay which they could use for terra cotta 
work. Terra cotta was nothing more than 
clay baked hard in a furnace—the same clay 
that was normally used for modelling, and 
it seemed that the Renaissance artists in- 
variably covered the terra cotta with paint 
or gilt. In the case of Luca della Robbia 
he used this new. method of enamel because 
of its durability, and it was an innovation 
capable of providing brilliant and permanent 
colour. The Renaissance artists already were 
familiar with tin-glazing in white and colour 
—‘‘maoilica,’’ but lead glaze was trans- 
parent, though when combined with tin it 
became opaque white, and other colours could 
be produced by mixing with the glaze certain 
metallic oxides. 

Luca della Robbia realised the importance 
of a tin glaze applied evenly to terra cotta 
sculpture. The difficulties of the process, 
apart from the necessity of an exact know- 
ledge of the way in which the colours would 
come out, lay in the uneven contraction of 
the clay, and in the extreme difficulty of 
laying the glaze with perfect purity and even 
thickness. Nothing more sharply distinguished 
Luca’s own work from that of his later 
followers when the process had become com- 
mercialised than the extraordinary cleanness 
of the colour and the level surface of the 
glaze, which allowed every subtlety of model- 
ling in the terra cotta to appear under its 
hard, brilliant skin, 


AS A YOUTH. 


Luca della Robbia was born of poor 
parents at the end of the year 1399 or begin- 
ning of 1400. He learned arithmetic, as well 
as reading and writing, and Vasari. (who 
knew his nephew Andrea well) told stories 
of the youth Luca sitting up at night 
modelling in clay with his feet tucked into 
a basketful of shavings to keep them warm. 
He lived to a great age, and did a great 
deal of work. He never left Florence. 

His first known and certain work was in- 
comparably his greatest. lt was the marble 
Cantoria, or Singing Gallery, begun in 1431 
for the cathedral and finished in 1438. The 
scheme of this gallery illustrated the 150th 
Psalm. The figures, more than any others of 
the Italian Renaissance, showed a Greek 
purity of line and feeling, yet combined with 
a singularly detailed observation of Ife. 
Vasari claimed that the carving was so 
wonderful that it was possible to discover 
which figures were singing the two parts. 
After the Cantoria was finished Luca was 
commissioned to add five missing reliefs in 
the hexagons of the Campanile. 

The lecturer showed slides of these works, 
and also slides of famous works by the artist 
in enamelled terra cotta, including the great 
lunette of the Resurrection for the cathedral 
in 1442. He also showed slides of the 
sculptor’s Madonnas, including that now in 
the Bargello, which he said was surely the 
_ of early Madonnas by: Raphael, whom 
suca to some extent foreshadowed. There 
also were shown slides of the bronze doors 
for the north sacristy of the cathedral, 
which Luca took twenty-two years to finish, 
all the details of which were of extraordinary 
beauty. 


HIS NEPHEW. 
When Luca died in 1482 he left his 


yroperty to one nephew, and his “art and 
bail as he put it in his will, as a source 
of considerable profit to his other nephew, 
Andrea, whose name must be for ever asso- 
ciated with him, but whose art belonged 
essentially to a later period, 

Andrea, who was born in 1435 and lived 
until 1525, carried on his uncle’s workshop, 
but confined himself, with one possible ex- 
cention, to working in enamel terra-cotta. Not

HE British Navy Estimates for 1934, 
issued yesterday, provide for a net 
total expenditure of ,550,000, compared 
with .570,000 in 1933, an increase of 
£2,980, 000. 

Sir Bolton Eyres-Monsell, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, in a memorandum accom- 
panying the Estimates, explains that of 
this increase £1,426,860 is required under 
Votes 8 and 9, in order to make normal 
progress with construction. 

ere is a rise of £201,300 in the non- 
effective votes, which is almost wholly 
automatic; an increase of £249,000 in the 
expenditure on the Fleet air arm, for which 
it is proposed to provide two new flights of 


aircraft; and a rise of £1,102,840 in the 


provision for the maintenance of the Fleet, 
which is due chiefly to provision for large 
repairs and modernisation of certain 
capital ships in view of the prolongation 
of their lives by the London Naval Treaty, 
and also to replenishment of depleted 
stocks of stores, etc. 

“ It should,” he states, ‘‘ be added that 
of the increased requirement for construc- 
tion — £1,426,860 — rather more than

TREATY LIMITATIONS. 


Although the programme for 1935 was 
the last one due for completion by Decem- 
ber 31, 1936, the First Lord states :— 
““I7Tnder the London Naval Treaty the 
building of new cruisers, destroyers 
and submarines continues to be 
governed by the Treaty up to De- 
cember 31, 1936. Until that date 
the British Commonwealth of Nations may 
only lay down under the treaty replace- 
ment tonnage for cruisers and submarines 
becoming over age before the end of 1939, 
and for destroyers becoming over age 
before the end of 1938, and these limita- 
tions have, of course, been kept in mind 
in fixing the new programme,”  —. 

The 1933 programme originally included 
four cruisers, but when in the course of the 
year it became necessary to modify that 
programme so as to provide for the con- 
struction of two.cruisers of a new and 
larger tyre, the treaty limitation of re- 
placement tonnage to be completed by 
December 31, 1936, made it necessary to 


omit the fourth cruiser. The original posi- 


tion is now being restored by the addition 
of the fourth cruiser to the programme for 
1934. 

The numbers of destroyers and sub- 
marines are the same as in previous build- 
ing programmes since the treaty... 


NAVAL AIR WORKS. 

With reference to naval air works the 
Note states: ‘‘ The development and fitting 
of catapults for Jaunching aircraft is pro- 
ceeding steadily, and new ships are being 
fitted as they commission for service,” 

Work upon the naval base at Singapore 
is proceeding satisfactorily. 

It has been decided that, in order to 
secure the most economical results, it is 
important that there should not be any 
break in the.continuity of the work neces- 
sary to enable the base to function, and 
that provision should be made accordingly 
in these and subsequent estimates. The 
total estimate, as now revised, is 
£8,693,000, as compared with the previous 
estimate of £7,750,000 for the ‘‘ truncated 
scheme.’’ 

The principal increases in the estimates 
are: Fleet air arm, £249,000; shipbuild- 
ing, repairs, maintenance, personnel, 
£249,600; material, £264,000; contract 
work, £1,771,800. 


TEACHERS’ PENSIONS 
PROPOSALS. 


ORGANISATION’S REPLY 
TO GOVERNMENT. 


— 


Irish National Teachers are not at all 
pleased with the Free State Government s 
new superannuation scheme, details of which 
were published yesterday, and the Irish 
National ‘l'eachers’ Organisation issued a 
statement last night pointing out that, while 
hitherto the teachers have contributed 4 per 
cent. of their salaries to the pension fund, 
now the pensionable salary will suffer a: 9 
per cent. cut. 

All other State servants have their pensions 
paid directly by the State, says the National 
Organisation, and the pension fund is a relic 
of the days when their income was derived 
from local sources. In 1898 statutory regula- 
tions were introduced whereby the fund was 
divided into the ‘ Teachers’ Contribution 
Account” and the ‘‘ Endowment Account.” 
The totals in these accounts last year were

NORMANDY 
COAST FINDS 
SUGGEST FAMILY. 


HE third of what may be a family ot 

sea monsters was found yesterday, 

washed up on the Normandy coast near 
Urvillé. 

Two other monsters have been toand 
during the past week, one at Urville yes- 
terday morning and the other at Querque- 
ville, five miles away. 

The remains of the newest monster show 
that it was fifteen feet long. Its head has 
disappeared, but a part of its skin and

The second monster found earlier yester- 
day at Urville is in a state of complete 
decomposition. It appears to be of the 
same species as the twenty-five feet one 
found last week at Querqueville in con-

Professor Petit, after a hurried examina- 
tion, said: “ It is of a primitive type, but 
it is impossible to determine to what 
species it belongs without a special 
examination of the head, 
viscera.”’ 

It has a thin neck three feet long, and 
a small head, resembling that of a camel. 

A number of persons in the district have 
reported that they have found smaller 
specimens which they consider might be 
the offspring of the monsters. 

Anyone finding further monster remains 
has been asked to report the matter to 
the maritime authorities. 


SEIZURES OF FAT 
CATTLE. 


PURCHASE OF ARMY 
HORSES.

MR. STERLING GOES 
TO SOFIA. 


NEW UNITED STATES 
MINISTER FOR DUBLIN.

Mr. F. A. Sterling, who has been 
United States Minister to the Free State 
for nearly seven years, will leave Dublin 
to-night to take up his new post as 
American Minister to Bulgaria. He will 
travel with his family to the South of 
France, where his four children will 
remain for their education, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Sterling will proceed direct to Sofia. 

Taking up his duties in Dublin in July, 
1927, Mr. Sterling. was the first diplo- 
matic representative accredited to the 
Free State. He came to Dublin from the 
United States Embassy in London, where 
he was counsellor, and he has been a 
member of the United States Diplomatic 
Service since 1911. 

Mr. Sterling’s appointments in the 
Service extend literally from China to 
Peru; for he was in the Embassies at 
Peking and Lima, as well as Paris, and, 
for two periods, in pre-revolution Russia. 
He has also on many occasions done duty 
at the Department of State at~ Wash- 
ington. 

“With all this experience, I have 
found Ireland the most interesting and 
attractive post of all,” he declared yester- 
day to an Jrish Times reporter, to whom 
he spoke of the regret which he felt at 
having to bid Ireland farewell. He will 
carry away, he declared, happy recollec- 
tions of Dublin’s social, intellectual and 
sporting life. 

“T think,” he remarked, “ that there 
is a sympathetic bond between the Irish 
and the American people. They seem to 
understand each other—to talk the same 
language, as we say—and they have many 
blood ties. America always gave a sympa- 
thetic understanding to the Irish ques- 
tion.” 

Mr. W. W. McDowell, who is to be the 
new United States Minister to the Free 
State, is expected at Queenstown on 
March 20th. We will sail on the Wash- 
ington, which leaves New York on March 


14th.

OF PEACE. 


LORD CECIL’S 
VIEWS. 


MR, DE VALERA ON 
THE LEAGUE, 


LABOUR’S REMINDER TO 
PRESIDENT.

ISCOUNT CECIL OF CHELWOOD 
addressed a meeting of the Dublin 
University League of Nations Society in 
Trinity College, Dublin, last night, on the 
subject of “ Disarmament.”’ 

The Porvost of Trinity College presided, 
and welcomed Viscount Cecil, who, he said, 
was one of the foremost champions of the 
League of Nations, and had sacrificed the 
prospects of a brilliant political career to 
dedicate himself to the cause with which 
he was now so closely associated. 

The Society, he continued, had also the 
great honour of receiving the President of 
the Free State Executive Council, to 
whom, on behalf of the College as well 
as of the Society, he offered a very cordial 
welcome. The President of the Executive 
Council was there, not as the leader of a 
political party, but as the statesman who 
presided with so much dignity over the 
counsels of the League at Geneva, and 
brought so much honour and credit to the 
State that he represented there. 

Viscount Cecil, who was loudly applauded, 
said that he did not believe that there was 
any immediate prospect of war, but he 
believed that they had now got to the 
point at which they must make up their 
minds whether they were going in the 
direction of war or of peace. This w-s a 
vital question, particularly for the rising 
generation. If they took the wrong turn- 
ing now and went in the direction of war, 
it would be the youth who, in all human 
probability, would have to bear the brunt 
of the mistake. If they were going to 
continue the old methods, experience would 
tell them that peace could not be pre- 
served. Could the League of Nations 
succeed in preserving peace? 


“BEAR” ATTACK ON 
LEAGUE. 


It was being said in some quarters that 
there was a ‘‘slump’”’ in the League, and 
it was true that there had been a “bear” 
attack on the League, financed and 
organised, he strongly suspected, by the 
armament manufacturers. 

In order to preserve peace the nations 
should devise methods that would take 
the profit out of war. One such method 
would be to forbid the manufacture of 
armaments by private firms altogether, 
or, at any rate, to put it under such con- 
trol that there would no longer be any 
temptation to stir up bad feeling among 
the nations and so create a demand for 
the implements of war. 

Viscount Cecil went on to say that to 
exclude the smaller countries from the 
League of Nations would be a serious 
disadvantage, and he did not think that 
he was indiscreet in saying that one of 
the countries which had taken a most 
active share in its efforts had been the 
Irish Free State, represented by Mr. 
Lester, President de Valera and, on other 
occasions, by Mr. Desmond Fitzegrald, at 
Geneva. But it was not the Free State 
standing alone, but with some of the other 
smaller countries standing with them. 

Having referred to the suggested 
amendment'of the League, Viscount Cecil 
said: Let them. be careful not to destroy 
what they had until they were certain 
that they were going to get something 
better. The weapon of public opinion 
was the weapon they relied on in the 
future to prevent war among the peoples. 


THE MAN IN THE STREET. 


President de Valera, proposing ‘‘ That 
the best thanks of the Society. are due to 
Viscount Cecil for his address,” paid a 
tribute to what Lord Cecil had done for 
world peace. When he himself went to 
the League of Nations a few years ago he 
felt that the best service he could render 
was to tell the representatives of the 
League what the plain man in the 
street was thinking about the League. 
He always believed that the weakness of 
the League of Nations.was that it had 
been regarded by the principal Powers as 
a means of perpetuating the Treaty of 
Versailles, 

“ Now, you will never have peace so 
long as nations feel that they are being 
denied their rights through force,”’ he 
continued, ‘‘ and I am satisfied that, if 
you are going to have in the League of 
Nations. an instrument for maintaining 
that peace which we all so heartily desire, 
the Covenant of the League of Nations 
|must be freed from the ideas that were 
in the minds of some of its founders when 
they wished to divide Europe perpetually 
into victors and conguered.'' 

He knew that even the coming together 
of representatives from different countries 
was a great help for peace, apart from any 
other machinery ; but he realised what the 
man in the street realised—that when it 
came to the big test of restraining the 
ambitions of big Powers it would fail, 


WORLD PEACE. 


It was not the first time it had failed, 
and the question which they had to ask 
themselves, if they really wanted world 
peace, was: Could they provide any 
machinery which would restrain. the 
ambitions of powerful States? It was 
easy enough to restrain the smaller States ; 
but it was a different question altogether 
when one of the great Powers had to be 
restrained, because sacrifices had to be 
faced, and if they wanted to have real 
peace they must be willing to make 
sacrifices. For example, it would have 
required sacrifices on the part of all the 
nations represented at the League success- 
fully to restrain Japan. They were not 
ready to make those sacrifices, and because 
of that the influence of the League was 
broken. 

It seemed to many of them who ‘were 
peacefully inclined to be an easy matter to 
win them to that cause, but he was afraid 
that they were not all peacefully minded. 
He was afraid that there was a philosophy 
of force still in the world, and they would 
have to exorcise that spirit. There were 
people who had a contempt for peace—who 
thought that to be peaceful was to be 
weak—and that mankind would nct pro- 
gress if it confined itself to peaceful 
courses, and those who were of a really 
peaceful disposition were constantly afraid 
that advantage would be taken of them by 
those of a more sinister and cynical 
character ; and that, if they followed their 
natural peaceful bent, their neighbours of 
ch different disposition might overreach 
them, 


SUSPICION AND FEAR, 


That was true of nations; it was true of 
parties within a nation, and of nations one 
towards another. It was this suspicion 
and the fear which kept, peacefully inclined 
nations from following to its logical con- 
clusion their disposition to accept disarma- 
ment.

ELF-PRESERVATION is the first 
law of nature, but even natural laws 
are subject to suspension when they con- 
flict with the requirements of the party 
machine, as Jr. O'Dowd, who figured 
prominently in. yesterday’s proceedings of 
the Dail, is not the first deputy to dis- 
cover. “ 

The lot .of the dispensary doctor, if we 
are to believé onehalt of the case that 
has been made for the amendment call-

Bill, is far from a happy one. What is to be 
said, however,.af the pathetic plight of Dr. 
O'Dowd, who. not only has to come, in 
his capacity ae a dispensary doctor, under 
the stroke of the economy axe, but felt 
it incumbent upon him, in his parallel 
capacity as a’ Fianna Fail: deputy, to 
spur on the executioner and to assist the 

low ? 

Dr. O’Dowd’s only purpose in interven- 
ing in the debate at all w:s to reprove 
Mr. Corry, a member of his own party, 
for the flights of offensiveness to which 
the deputy had soared at the expense of 
the dispensary doctors when the amend 
ment came on its last occasion before the 
House. All that ths doctor wanted from 
Mr. O’Kelly, the Minister in charge. of 
the bill, was a complete repudiation of 
the sentiments which Mr. Corry had ex- 
pressed. . 

Mr. Dillon had no doubt that the 
Minister would be lavish in “ that inex- 
pensive solatium ’’—a forecast which was 
subsequently justified by events—hut was 
it worth while, he wondered, to pay so 
much attention to the remarks of Mr. 
Corry, who “ even in his higher moments, 
is an individual no sane man in this 
country takes any notice of 7?” 

Encouraged, however, by the inde- 
pendence with which Dr. O’Dowd had 
attacked his party colleague, Mr. Dillon 
strove, with winning words, to induce him 
to enlist that independence in defence of 
his professional colleagues, in which event, 
he hopefully declared, it was more than 
possible that they would “ shake the im- 
pregnable fortress*’ of the Minister's 
determination. 


STEELED HIS HEART. 


To these congenial blandishments Dr. 
O'Dowd steeled his heart. While admit- 
ting that he could not deny the accuracy 
of all that Mr. Dillon had said in the 
doctor s defence, he announced unctuously: 
‘If sacrifices are to be made, the dis- 
pensary doctors are ready to bear their 
share.’’ Then, as an after-thought, he 
added: “ In my constituency seventy-five 
per cent. of them will not be affected.” 

“ Hence,'” Mr. Dillon retorted like a 
flash, ‘‘ their willingness to bear their 
share.” 

The Minister, of course, devoted the 
exordium and peroration of his speech to 
eulogising the services of dispensary 
doctors to the State, and then secured the 
“cut” by a large majority on the sub- 
sequent division, despite the Opposition 
alliance of all other parties in the House. 
Dr. O’Dowd’s professional brethren were 
heard jof no more until the House came to 
consider the Workmen’s Compensation 
Bill, which had returned from the Senate, 
bringing a new section which provides for 
guaranteed payment out of compensation 
awvards of doctors’ fees, the figure to be 
fixed by the Court, subject to a maximum 
of £5. 

Although Mr. Briscoe, a member of the 
Government Party, moved an amendment 
to reduce the maximum to £2, the doctor’s 
dilemma did not recur; for the party 
whips steered clear of this problem of 
assessment, and Dr. O'Dowd was able to 
speak at length on the subject of the 
financial rights of his profession. The 
dilemma, indeed, was that of the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce. 
who, after announcing that. he had 
representations from the business men’s 
organisations that, while the bill itself 
would increase the cost of insurance by 
fifteen per cent., the amendment would 
pile on a further twenty-five per cent., 
admitted frankly that he did not care 
which way the vote went. 


A BATTLE ROYAL. 


The most interesting point of the debate 
was the battle royal between two Inde- 
pendent deputies in Mr. Good, who was, 
of course, on the business men’s side, and 
Dr. Rowlette, who, with equal reason, was 
on the side of the doctors. Desisting 
temporarily from the attack on Mr. Good. 
Dr. Rowlette made a sortie with such 
effect that he succeeded in disarmihg Mr. 
Briscoe, who suddenly withdrew his 
amendment. 

When Mr. Good tried to divide the 
House on the Senate’s proposal, his only 
supporters were Mr. Dockrell and Mr. 
McGuire, and the doctors, accordingly. 
were treated to compensatory sugar after 
their ‘‘Cuts’’ Bill pill.

FRANCE CLEARS WAY BY

HE Anvlo-French trade negotiations 
will begin next week. These negotia- 
tions will be the most important of all 
those undertaken by the British Govern- 
ment since the Ottawa Conference, and 
are expected to present many complicated 
problems and to last a considerable time. 

The French Minister of Commerce, M. 
Lamoureux, is expected to arrive on 
Tuesday or aile, accompanied by a 
staff of experts from the French Board of 
Trade and Ministry of Agriculture. 

It is understood that he will then open 
the full negotiations, and will not- merely 
engage in preliminary talks. 

On the eve of the opening of the 
negotiations, the Marquis de Vogue, 
President of the France-Great Britain 
Society, has sent a Note to M. Doumergue, 
the Premier, similar to that addressed to 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald by Lord Derby on 
behalf of the sister association in London. 


PLEA FOR HARMONY, 

The society expresses the hope that the 
two Governments will approach the diffi- 
cult problems which the negotiations will 
entail ‘‘in the best spirit of mutual friend. 
ship.” . ned 
_“" Both associations,” the Note con- 
tinues, ‘‘are absolutely certain that it is 
essential in the interests of both countries 
to settle rapidly and equitably the tariff 
difficulties which have arisen between 
France and Great Britain to their mutual 
disadvantage.”’ :

HALF-WAY HOUSE. 


In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes :— Discussion goes on, and rightly 
goes on, between the’ most convinced sup- 
porters of the Nations! Government of 
the best approach—by men as well as by 
measures—to the heavy programme of 
work which lies ahead of it. There is no 
danger whatever in such discussion—on 
the contrary, thers-could be no surer sign 
of vitality—so long as it is not confounded 
with interested rumours that Ministers 
themselves are fomenting criticism of one 
another, or with. gratuitous attacks by 

arty men of all complexions who are 
itching to return to the old party quarrels, 
As a matter of sober fact, it is a common: 
place with those who have the closest deal- 
ings with them, that there has rarely 
been a -Government more free from 
internal faction and intrigue. In all the 
circumstances of their conflicting political 
records in the past the tolidarity of 
Ministers has been amazing. 

What matters at the moment, adds 
The Times, is that sheer hostility should 
not be confounded. with the genuine con- 


cern of the National Government’s most 


active supporters, that they should face 
the future in the most éffective array. 
The facts of the situation amply justify 
this latter sort of discussion. The 
National Government has not merely 
reached the half-way house in the normal 
lifetime of a parliament; it has also come 
to the dividing line—perhaps, the coming 
Budget, with its inevitable surplus, may 
be taken as the precise convenient date— 
between. the two great tasks which lay 
before it when it assumed office at the end 
of 1931. The first of these tasks 
was recovery—the business, that is, 
of extricating the nation from the 
appalling chaos with which it was 
threatened by a combination of world-wide 
depression and incompetent handling. The 
second task is reconstruction—in other 
words, the business of ordering our social 
and economic life, our imperial and inter- 
national relations to meet the vastly 
different conditions which the post-War 
years have imposed. Of these two. tasks 
the first. has been accomplished by every 
reasonable test, with a .speed and 
eficiency which might well have been 
thought incredible two years ago. The 
record of the National Government in this 
sphere has been beyond all criticism. It 
has almost been too successful: sfor it 
has tended to obliterate the continued 
existence of a real emergency. Mr. 
Macdonald's . courage in his original 
decision, the Joyal self-sacrifice of Mr. 
Baldwin and his colleagues. the deter- 
mination. of all of them to sink old differ- 
ences and work together for their country 
—these qualities have been justified over 
and over ogain, 

There is a far stronger case than ever 
for the continuance of the Nationa] 
Government, and, indeed, if it were 
possible. for making it more truly national 
still. But it does not follow that every 
Minister is necessarily rooted for all time 
in his present department, or that there 
may not conceivably be men outside the 
Government altogether—though few out- 
standing candidates leap to the eye— 
whose inclusion would invigorate it for

The Minister of Commerce, replying, said 
that he could assure hon. members that the 
very much wider subject of the co-ordination 
of transport had been, and still was, engaging 
the earnest attention of the Government, and 
in dua course a bill dealing with the situation 
in Northern Ireland would be introduced in 
that. House. i 

The bill passed its second reading. 


MARKETING BILL. 


The Minister for Agriculture moved the 
second reading of the Agricultural Marketing 
Bill, which, he said, was to implement cer- 
tain undertakings made to the Pigs and Bacon 
Marketing Boards. : i R 

Owing to the rapid increase in the pig 
population in Northern Ireland a considerable 
surplus of pigs now existed which had at 
present to be exported to Great Britain. It 
was hoped that an expansion in the bacon 
curing industry would soon take place which 
would avoid the necessity for large quantities 
of pigs being exported to Great Britain. 
Arrangements had been made meanwhile to 
enable the surplus pigs that could not be 
cured in Northern Ireland, being taken over 
by the Marketing Board in Great Britain, and 
disposed of to British curers, 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) said that the con- 
suming public was paying for all these 
schemes,. and as an industrial representative 
he was not going to stand for the city 
workers being made to pay for the prosperity 
of the farming class. ; 

Mr. T. Henderson (Ind. Unionist, Shankill) 
said that he wished the Government wuld 
think less of pigs and more of humanity, and

The Euinister of Agriculture s: 3 that the 
fact that Danish bacon had increased in price 
was the best argument in favour of a grading 
scheme, such as that proposed for Northern 
Ireland. The cost-of-living had not gone up 
in Northern Ireland since the establishment 
of the pig-marketing scheme. All they 
desired by the scheme was to secure for the 
producer an economic price for their pigs. 

The bill was read a second time. 


WIDOWS’ PENSIONS. 


On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
H. Midgley drew atention to the fact that 
7,388 claims for widows’ pensions had been 
disallowed in Northern Ireland during the 
past eight years. 

Mr. J. Nixon (Ind. Unionist) also 
declared that the Widows Pensions Acts were 
not carried out. as sympathetically in 
Northern Ireland as in Great Britain. 

The Minister of Labour said that at 
resent there were 15,000 widows in Northern 
Sealand receiving weekly pensions, and the 
number had not yet reached the peak, and, as 
ears went on, the present number would 
ie substantially increased. They got applica- 
tions in hundreds from widows wno had no 
right to pensions, and that was why the 
number of widows who had been turned down 
seemed so great.

MacKinnon in the King’s Bench Division, 
London, yesterday. 

Doyle, who is 20, and sued as a. minor, 
was disqualified in the second round of the 
fight, and the Board decided to suspend his 
licence for six months, and that of the purse 
money, £5 a week should be paid to Doyle 
for six months, £5 to his mother for six 
months, and the balance should be forfeited. 

Serjeant Sullivan, K.C., for Doyle, said 
that there was no allegation of any kind 
‘that Doyle intentionally. or dishonestly 
attempted foul play. 

"It must be remembered that Doyle was 
only a boy, and there was played on him 
what, I believe, is a well-known trick. The 
challenger had to go into the ring first, but 
Petersen's manager kept his man out of the 
ring for a long time, so that the young man's 
nerve would be upset by a long wait.”

Journal on Hypochondriasis in such a way 
as to suggest that Dr. Hutchison favours 
ignorance in parents. From reading your 
article it would appear that Dr. Hutchison 
regards modern dietetics as purely faddy. 
You are apparently unaware that Dr. 
Hutchison himself is one of the leaders of 
modern dietetics, as his many writings and 
book on the subject show. Dr. Hutchison’s 
caustic Scottish wit has been the joy of 
generations of students. Unlike many of his 
contemporaries, he has not stood in the way 
of progress, but has ever been the inspira- 
tion of his younger assistants in their 
endeavours to advance knowledge. In the 
present instance he is writing about hypo- 
chondriacs and, with all his natural wit and 
eloquence, is denouncing fussiness and ‘“‘ cod.’’ 
He is writing to the mothers of Mayfair 
whose modern tendency is to have only one 
child. This precious specimen is beoumkd up 
in a. completely urbanised world, and 1s 
poe the second generation to be debarred 
rom the natural surroundings of the country 
during childhood. 

In so far as your journal caters for the 
same type of person your leadmg article may 
do good, but for the ordinary parent in 
Southern Ireland it is calculated to do nothing 
but harm. Here only children are rare; large 
towns are few in number, and unspoiled 
country is the privilege of al!. Lack of know- 
ledge of the simple essentials of infant feed- 
ing and child care is, however, rampant; 
and there is an immense amount of unneces- 
sary suffering among children,’ due not to 
over cave, but to pure ignorance; To quote 
Dr. Robert Hutchison out of his context, and 
to shggest that we should abandon giving our 
children cod liver oil and orange juice, there- 
by allowing them to get rickets and scurvy, is 
sheer bunkum and liable to do the very 
greatest disservice to the country. 

To say rhetorncally that you sigh. for the 
days of Nicholas Nickleby, when treacle and 
sulphur were considered e h for, the grow 
ing boy, is, I submit, simply ludicrous. Such 
an altitod:. is liable merely to put the elock 
back and hinder the spread of the knowledge 
of essential child welfare.—Yours, etc.,

year, a decrease of ,000. 

It must be borne in mind, however, that 
only one-half of the year’s tax under certain 
schedules is payable compared with three- 


quarters in the preceding year. 


Receipts from income tax from April 1 to 
March 5 were £201,317,000, compared with 
£217,373,000 for the similar period last year. 

In the four weeks left of the financial year 
£27,433,000 is needed to meet the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer’s income tax estimate of 
£228,.750,000, an average of £6,858,250 a 
week, or less than half the receipts of last 
week. 

Customs receipts to March 3 were 
£164,186,000, compared with £153,642,000 for 
the corresponding pePiod of last year. Only 
£3,779,000 is required to meet the estimate 
from this source. 

Excise receipts were £100,187,000, compared 
with £113,784,000, and only about one million 
pounds is required to reach the estimate. 

Estate duties have already yielded a sum of 
£5,260,000 in excess of the estimate of 
£74,750,000.
